Amendment, filed on 11/27/2007 has been considered and entered. 

Claims 1-13, 15, 16 & 19 are canceled. 

Claim 14 has been amended. 

Currently claims 14, 17-18 and 20 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 14, 17-18 & 20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments, filed on 11/27/2007, regarding amended claim 14 (see Remarks 

pages 6-7) are found to be persuasive. 

Further, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggest a lighting apparatus 
comprising all the limitations of claim 14, particularly comprising the limitations of having 
a rear mirror formed in a hemispherical shape having a curved surface integrally fixed to 
the bulb and a fixed mirror formed of a hemispherical shape having a curved surface 
fixed to the casing wherein a diameter of the hole of the fixed mirror is formed to be 
smaller than a width of the rear mirror, and the center of the bulb is positioned at a focal 
point of both the curved surface of the rear mirror and the curved surface of the fixed 
mirror. 

Claims 17-18 & 20 are allowed for the same reason as claim 14 for their dependency 
from claim 14.
